MAGNOLIA—(Special to the Star)— 


Miss Hnzel Arnold, of Hope, will have 
n plaee:of honor in the "History of the 
A. & M, College" which will be pub- 
lished this slimmer. Miss Arnold was 
not only the first graduate of the col- 
lege department, but made a scholas- 
tic record which has been equalled by 
very few graduates since. 


Under the leadership of Charles A. 


Overstreet, who became president of 
the ! institution in 1921 .when it was 
a state agricultural school, two years 
of college work was added to the 
curriculum in 1923. One of the first 
conditions noted by Mr. Overslreet 
after taking charge of the school was 
that there was need in southwestern 
Arkansas-for college work to be giv- 
en at a low cost. 


Tho graduates of the secondary ag- 


ricultural school and well as those of 
various high schools in the district 
were not going away to college be- 
cause they could not afford to pa'y the 
expenses. 
The 
president concieved 


the idea that college training could 
be furnished about-as cheaply as high 
.school and worked out the junior 
college scheme. 


The first classes were organized in 


1923 and Miss Hazel Arnold waa one 
of the 9 students who took advantage 
of them. Incidently she was the only 
one of that group to finish. Her av- 
erage work was slightly under "A" 
grade and the instructors now admit 
that in those first tvvo years the work 
of the students was graded a great 
deal closer than is customary. 


In spite of the 
seriousness 
with 


which Hazel Arnold went about her 
studies in college she Was popular 
with the students as well as the fac- 
ujty. Perhaps the gage of her popu 
larity was best sounded in the 192 
year book when by the reprint of hu 
class photograph was the followin 
quotation, "Wears her learning Ilk 
a watch in a private pocket; does no 
pull it out to show that she has it.1 


Besides pioneering in a new col 


lego class Miss Arnold found time t 
play a violin in the orchestra as wel 
§to take an active part in Y. W. C 


and literary society "affairs. 


The class of nine college students 


of which the Hope girl was a membe 
was the start of the A. & M. College 
The number has increased with eacl 
years enrollment until in 1930-31 then 
were 337 students enrolled in the col 
lege classes. Because of the lack o 
facilities over one hundred applica 
lions were rejected. According to the

lengths 7-8 inch to 1 1-16 inch inclus- 
ive. 
The volume of spot transactions 


was rather small. The average price 
of middling 7-8 inch on the ten mar- 
kets 'June 5 was 7.96c, compared with 
8,09c May 29, and 14.59c June 6 a year 
ago. The lowest price reached so far 
this season was on June 2 when the 
average of the ten markets for mid- 
dling stood at 7.70c per pound. 
The 


average for the month of May was 
8.70c. 


Present quotations are lower than 


any reached since August, 1915, the 
average for that month in that season 
being 9.14c and the low point for the 
month 9.20c. 


According to Weather Bureau while 


for tho week ending June 2 the warm- 
er weather was helpful for cotton it 
continued cool during most of week 
over considerable areas and growth 
was rather generally slow. Most of 
eastern belt had very little rain and 
only light to moderate showers occur- 
led we§t of Mississippi River. The 
temperature averajjsd near normal 
except in Texas where coolness per- 
sisted.

TEXARKANA.— A Mexican 
farm 


laborer was believed near death at. his 
home near Bradley, Ark,, Sunday 
night and the man alleged to have shot 
shot him was in a serious condition in 
the Texarkana Hospital from gunshot 
wounds, which officers charged were 
inflicted by the son of the wounded 
Mexican. 


Hospital physicians said Jim Collins, 


30, tenant farmer, though wounded 
over virtually the entire portion from 
his throat to his knees, would recover. 


The Mexican, known only. as "Mex-( 
lean John" to LaFayette county offi- 
cers at Lewisville, was given little 
chance to live by a physician who ex- 
amined him Sunday afternoon. He

_ber revolver. 


Sheriff Richard Duty said at Lewis- 


villo Sunday night that the son of 
"Mexican John1 .'had not been appre- 
hended since the shooting. The sheriff

after

wounded his father. 


An effort by th,e sheriff and his dep- 


uties to learn the cause of the shoot- 
ing Sunday night failed. Collins re- 
fused to discuss the affair in the Tex- 
arkana hospital, and

Mexican was unable to talk. 


Information obtained by investiga- 


tors pointed to a controversy of sev- 
eral weeks, the exact nature of which 
was not determined, as the cause of 
the affray. 


"Mexican John" was shot when he
